Committee staff, who asked that we provide him with current data on the threat 
to the U. S. fleet. Blandford said this would undoubtedly come up in the next 
meeting but possibly we could help him by furnishing him a memorandum on 
this before then. 

Reviewed further with Blandford, Representative Leggett's request of 
the Agency for a briefing on Vietnam. Blandford stated he had taken this up 
with the Chairman and that we should stand fast that Mr. Rivers has requested 
the Agency not to brief House members other than members of the CIA Commit- 
tee. 

Mr. Blandford asked if we have any information about a press story 
concerning Ger man students involved with Leftist organizations. I have asked 
to provide me some information on this.
